The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references of record teach "an accumulation/addition section including a decimal 
section which accumulates/adds a value of the decimal portion f in response to the 
outputted frequency-divided signal to provide a decimal value of an 
accumulation/addition result and an integer portion to provide a carry signal; an adder 
which adds the value of the integer portion n of the integer setting section and the value 
of the integer portion" as recited in claims 1 and 5. Further, none of the references of 
record teach a method comprising the steps of "accumulating/adding a value of the 
decimal portion f in response to the frequency-divided signal to provide a decimal value 
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of an accumulation/addition result as a decimal portion and to provide a carry signal as 
an integer portion; adding the value of the set integer portion n and the value of the 
integer portion of the accumulation/addition result to provide an added value of an 
integer" as recited in claim 7.
